| _ "fince God has hitherto kept it as a Secre- 
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ey in his own Breaſt, and therefore is ne- 
ver like to be rgvealed for the Satisfacti- 
on of Mens Cufioſities. As for the De- 
ſeriptions of Hell, and the EHſan Fields by 
Homer, and after him more accurately by 
Virgil in his 6 AEnead. they are great pie- 
ces of Art and Invention to make Prodi- 


gies of their Heroes, whom they feign'd 


to go to viſit thoſe places to be inform'd of 


future Events, and then to return again. 


From theſe admirable Deſcriptions, there 
is no doubt but that the Papiſts iavented a 
Purgatory, and put in practice their Tricks 
of Pray ing for the Dead, and of Pardons 
and Indulgencies, &c. to bambuzle Men 
out of their Subſtance, ſo that the Old 
Proverb is ſufficiently verify'd in them, 
that Knaves deviſe, and Fools believe. Dr. 
Coward ſays, that they have wreſted the 
Scriptures to their own purpoſes, and he 
lays very true; they have wrelted it one 
way, and he has wreſted it another, they 
will have a Purgatory for Souls, and he 
will have it that there are no Souls at all; 
and all this by Scriptural Authority, rium 
teneat is Amici? The Power and Prejudices 
of Education were moſt remarkable in the 
Papiſts, when all Chriſtendom believed 
that the Pope was appointed over Nations 
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and Kingdoms, to bind their Kings in 
Fetters, and their Nobles with Manacles 
of Iron. When Bigotry roſe to fo inmer- 
ciful an height, that a great King of Ezg- 
lend, ſince the Norman Conqueſt, was 
forc'd to ſuffer Pennance in the Face of the 


| World. But as the Power of the Pope, 


as Mr. Hobbs obſerves in his Leviathan, 
was a Phenix ſprung out of the Aſhes of 
the Roman Empire; fo now(God be thank- 
ed)this Phenix too isalmoſt burnt to Aſhes, 
and it ſeems that ſome People apprehended 
that another Phenix would ariſe, and that 
is Presbytery. But the Goverament of 
late, in its great Wiſdom, has exerted its 
Authority 1n taking the moſt proper and 
eſſectual Meaſures for the Prevention there 
of, reſolving to ſtand by the Church of 
England as by Law eſtabliſh'd; to the 
high Satisfaction of all-the true Sons of 
the Church: And the? theſe Deſcriptions 
are but Poetical Fictions, yet they are 
grounded upon the atfcient and univerſal 
Poctrine of future Rewards and Puniſh- 
ments, which the Juſtice of God doth con- 
firm; and tho? our Saviour has revealed 
to us, that he will come [at the laſt Day 
in great Glory to judge the World, every 
Man according to his Deeds in the Fleſh, 
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and that then he will ſeparate the Sheep 


from the Goats, that is to ſay, he Right · 
eous from the Ungodly; when the Liv- 
ing ſhall be changed at the ſound of a 
Trumpet, and the Dead endued again with 
the {ame Souls, ſhall eo inſt ante be raiſed 
out. of their Graves; then at this great 
Rendezvous of all Mankind, {hall be this 
general Separation of the Righteous from 
the Unrighteous. But how Dr. Coward 
can gather from hence, that God has 
concluded himſelf from diſpoſing of the 
good and bad Souls of Men in different 
Repoſitories, in the mean time, is very un- 


accountable ; or becauſe they ſhall not re- 


ceive their due Puniſhment before their 
Sentence pronounc'd againſt them, for tho 
they have not ſuch Joy or Miſery as they 
ſhall receive at their laſt Doom, 
may reaſonably be ſuppoſed, that the Re- 
poſitories are of different Natures, the 
one of Pleaſure, and the other it is to be 
fear d will be diſmal enough. But if that 
for the Wicked were ſuch a place as would 
be a Paradiſe to others, what Enjoyment 
could they have themſelves under ſo great 


an Horror of Conſcience, as the certain 


Expectation of the Wrath of God and e- 
ternal Damnation, as ſoon as the Trum- 
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per ſhall ſound, which for ought they 
| - know, may be the very next Moment? 
But that Horror of Conſcience before Con- 
demnation, and the Puniſhment inflicted 
after Condemnatiofi are not the ſame thing; 
no more than if a Man commit a Capi- 
tal Crime, and is ſent to Goal in order to 
' His Tryal, his fear of Sentence and being 
1 Executed, can be the Execution it ſelf; 
LY and tho' there were no Repoſitory for the 
Souls of Men, in order to ſecure them for 
furure Judgment, becauſe, whereſoever 
they are in the Univerſe, they are in the 
Hands of God. Vet it is reaſonable to 
ſuppoſe, that they are put into ſuch a*Repo- 
ſitory as is moſt proper for them. But Dr. 
"Coward, to ſecure them from future -Judg- 
ment, will have them annihilated, a no- 
table Presby terian Contrivance, found out 
while he was ſtudying of Politicks, in 
order to be reveng'd of all his Enemies at 
once. The Exiſtence of human Soul, and 
future Rewards and Puniſhments, ſeem to 
be the univerſal Dictates of Nature, and 
it is ſtrange that Dr. Coward ſhould affirm, þ 
that they were both invented by the Hea- 
thens; when he cannot make it out when 
they were invented, nor who were the 
- -Inventd&ts of them. If they were not the 
1+ - "0 a r 
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Dictates of Nature, it is very much that 
the Heathens ſhould ib univerſally believe 
the Doctrine of future Rewards and Pu- 
niſhments, before the Revelation of it by 
the Son of God, when it was impoſſible 
that they ſhould know any thing of it be- 
fore it was revealed; and then, that the 
ſame thing that they ſo generally acknow- 
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ledged, ſhould afterwards become a Reve- 


lation ; telling us particularly, that there 
will be a Day, when God will judge the 
World in Righteouſneſs, with the great 
Solempities of that Day. Dr. Coward tells 
us, that Pythagoras and his Scholar Plato, 


taught the Doctrine of the Souls Immor- 


tality, and of future Rewards and Pu- 
niſhments, and then wonders how they 


came by their Notions, and if they were 


living now, they would wonder as much 
how he came by his. But upon his deep- 
er ſearch into Antiquity, he affirms, that 


the ſaid Doctrines were invented by the 


Agyptians, and that they were received in 


moſt Nations Two Hundred Years before

Mr. Locke in his Eſſay of human Under- 
ſtanding confeſt, that tho we don't know 
but that it was in the Power of God to 
have given Underſtanding to Matter, yet 
he was moſt inclinable to believe, that hu- 
man Soul is a ſpiritual immortal Subſtance; 


and yet while it is clog'd with the Body, 


does not always think, as in ſound Sleep, 


and K#P, Amuſements. Now Dr. cane 
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n 
boncludes, that ſince what we call human 
Soul, does not always think it is not a ſpi- 
ritual immortal Subſtance, but only Un- 
derſtanding ggven to Matter, which has 
no Exiſtence after Death; and ſo he pro- 
zofes What he will, and concludes what 
he pleaſes. 1 anſwer, that when it does 
not think, it does not underſtand, and then 
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how: can it be ſaid to be Underſtanding? 
For to ſay that it is Underſtanding, and 
yet does not underſtand, is no better then 
a flat Contradiction. He allows that this 
Underſtanding has Exiſtence, till it takes 
its long leave of the Body till the Reſur- 
rection, I anſwer, that it has no more Ex- 
iſtence when it leaves the Body but one 
Minute, then it would have if it left it 
for Ten Thouſand Years; and it cannot 
be deny d, but it has left the Body, when 
a Body is without ic that ever had it. Now 
ſince 8 that a Man does not al- 
Ways think, which is no more than to ſay, 
that he does not always underſtand; then 
it follows, that this Underſtanding often 
leaves the Body before its long Separatiou, 
and if it has Exiſtence, as he allows, pray 
where is it? or what ſort of thing can it 
be, that is ſo often in the Head and ſo of- 
den out? When it is out, I would feign

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"MF! Know if it be not a thing that dances up

1 humbly conceive, that this Underftand- 
ing begins to unſettle and abdicate the 
Brain, when a Man begins to write his 
Thoughts and new Notions of things, 
without conſidering whether or no he ſhall 
- be laughr at for his pains z or when he be- 
gins to fall ſo _ in Love, as to ſettle 
all he has upon his Miſtreſs, who, when 
he has done, won't allow him one Far- 
thing for his Subſiſtence; or when he be- 
gins to undertake a great Building with- 
cut any Money to pay for it, or to dil- 
ſent from the eſtabliſh'd Religion and Laws 
of his own Country. You may obſerve a 
great many Signs and Tokens of the Ab- 
dication of this Underſtanding. Now grant. 
ing that Men do not always think, is it 
not more difficult to conceive, that Uuder- 
ſtanding, which is a Faculty that cannot 
belong to à material Subſtance is yet given

Then to &onceive that 
human Soul is an immaterial ſpiritual Sub- 
ſtance, endu'd with ſuch natural effential 
Faculties as other finite ſpiritual Subſtances _ 
are, becauſe when the Organs of the Bo- 
dy are rig ht ly diſpos'd, it exerts ſuch Fa- 
culties to ſo wonderful a degree, that one 
individual Man has had Underſtanding and 
Ability enough to govern the whole Earth; 
tho ſince God has, during the Union

exerciſe its Faculty of thinking very feint- 
ill any Man 
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in the World that is not a Coxcomb, ſay, that 
a fingle Atom thinks? and then if our A- 
tome can't think, it is certain that a Compo- 
Th tion of them can't think ; for Thonglit 
is the Operation of an entire indiviſible 
being, and not ofa Compound of things. 
It is very odd to think, that all the great 
Men that ever were 1n the World, that 
1 have invented all Arts, and have had the 
1 Knowledge of Sciences, have nothing left 
| of them but their Carcaſes, or the Duſt 
or Atoms thereof. And yet that the Soul 
does not alwgys think, is more than Mr. 
Lockeknzw, or Dr. Comard either; for tho? 
many People have awak'd out of their 
Sleep, and for ſome time have not remem- 
bered what they have dream't of, yet ſome 
Hours after it has come into their Thoughts, 
$ as they could give an Account of it, and 
ſo the like of Amuſements, uppn a ſudden 
Surprize of a Mans being ask'd what he 
has been thinking of, common Experience 
ſhews, that when Men are in Drink, or 
aſleep, their Thaughts and Dreams are 
jor the moſt part irregular, yet ſome Men 
have form'd Arguments ia their Sleep, 
which they have made uſe of for their 
Advantage when they have been awake;
